Elba to Enterprise 4-laning included on state plans 


The Alabama Legislature's Joint 
Highway Committee on Monday 
approved a 5-year highway im- 
provement plan for the state. The 
final approval was without a dis- 
senting vote. 

The final plan included plans for 
four-lane work on Highway 84 
from Elba to Enterprise, after con- 


siderable efforts by Representative 
Jimmy Holley and Senator Crum 
Foshee. 

Also attending the meeting that 
saw the Elba-Enterprise section add- 
ed to the plan were Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore and Councilman John 
W. Sharpless. 

The 5-year plan will cost in ex- 


W & E Board ponders regulation 


The Elba Water & Electric Board 
is wrestling with a regulation that 
requires installation of a cross- 
connect control and backflow pre- 
vention program in the water sys- 
tem to prevent disease, toxic mate- 
rials and other hazardous liquids 
from getting into the water system. 

The concern of the Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Man- 
agement (ADEM) is that a sudden 
surge of usage in water, such as 
opening of a fire hydrant, would 
cause the system to pull water from 
a business or home and possibly 
cause harm to those who later in- 
gested the bad water. 

-' * Board members discussed the re- 
quirement at length and expressed 
concern at the financial burden the 
requirement would place on citizens 
who operate on a fixed income. The 
cost of the unit and installation is 
expected to be about $50.00. The 
water user is responsible for the 
cost. 

The Board is considering calling 
a meeting of all licensed plumbers 
and with them determining what the 
installation would cost the individu- 
al water users. The utility would 
then announce what the accepted 
maximum charge would be and urge 
the public to call their plumber. 

Another method discussed was 
having water department crews do 


all the work and add the charge to 
the utility bill over the next several 
months. 

When the policy is approved, it 
is expected to immediately affect a 
list of known users of hazardous 
chemicals. Then the private homes 
will ultimately be afforded the 
check valves that prevent any back- 
flow. 

In other business the utility vot- 
ed to increase the re-connect fee for 
water users who have been cut off 
for non-payment and their water 
meter has been removed from the 
ground. 

The re-connect for these water 
customers will now be $40, a poli- 
cy adopted to better reflect the cost 
of actually re-installing the water 
meter once the old bill has been 
paid. 

The electric department contin- 
ues to show an increased profit in 
spite of a drop in usage. This is due 
to a drop in operating expenses of 
over $30,000 for the year. 

Water department sales and prof- 
its increased with sales going up 
$6,000 and profits by $8,000. 

However the operation of the 
sewer pumps knocks all this for a 
loss with a $7,000 increase in the 
cost of maintaining the pumping 
stations.

Chief Hanchey warned all citi- 
zens that have pets to update rabies 
vaccinations and to also report any 
animals acting strangely.

Police department continues to be major 
topic at New Brockton council meeting 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, April 3, at 
City Hall and again discussed possi- 
ble problems in the city's police de- 
partment. 

Councilman Layman Tindol told 
the mayor and council that patrol- 
man Jerry Gilbert was released after 
a slate agency questioned the legali- 
ty of his employment, but reported 
that there was a vacancy in an up- 


coming police academy set to begin 
on April 17 and recommended that 
Gilbert be re-employed effective 
April 16 and be sent to the acade- 
my. 

Councilman Charles Cole voiced 
opposition to the hiring of any po- 
liceman because of what he called 
"a lack of adequate advertising" and 
Stated the council should review all 
applications and take part in inter- 


Possible embezzlement of funds 
being investigated by County DA 


The Coffee County District At- 
tomey's office is continuing its in- 
vestigation this week into the sus- 
pected embezzlement of funds from 
the Alabama Federation of Republi- 
can Women, 

The federation consists of 30 
chapters across the state and raises 
its own funds, which are used for 
administrative purposes. 

DA investigator Bruce DeVane 
reported last week that a complaint 
was filed with the district attorney's 
office regardifig an apparent short- 
age of funds collected by the organi- 
zauon. 

Mrs. Martha Foy, of Dothan, 
the president of the federation, de- 
clined to comment on the com- 
plaint and said only that "there is a 
shortage” in the group's financial 


records. 

DeVane stated that a preliminary 
investigation showed $4,650 miss- 
ing from the organization's account, 
but added that the figure was not 
conclusive. 

Mrs, Foy did state that there was 
"much unity” within the organiza- 
tion despite the apparent shortage of 
funds and added that the funds are 
not used for contributions to Re- 
publican candidates. 

Charlotte Hobson, the treasurer 
of the organization, was not availa- 
ble for comment. 

DeVane stated that the investiga- 
tion was continuing and all findings 
would be represented to the next 
session of the Coffee County Grand 
Jury, Enterprise division, set for 
June 19, 


Comm. Dubose continues fight against 


overweight trucks operating in county 


The recent increase in the 
amount of timber being cut in Cof- 
fee County and across all of south 
Alabama is very noticeable to any- 
one who drives along any highway. 

While it is true that the increased 
activity is helping to bring jobs and 
money into the area, the damage 
done to many roads by just a hand- 
ful of truckers hauling overweight 
loads has drawn the ire of Coffee 
County Commissioner Jim Du- 
bose, who has pledged to lead a 
fight to make those responsible for 
the damage pay for the repairs. 

"You could say that I am deeply 
distressed over the damage being 
done to our roads by truckers haul- 
ing Overweight loads of timber to 
wood yards," said Comm. Dubose 
following a recent tour of county 


roads. "Loggers are doing a lot of | 


cutting in the north part of the 
county and a few of the loggers are 
literally tearing up our roads. When 
they tear up the roads the counties 
have to add taxes and the citizens 
are the ones who have to pay for 
the actual repairs. It isn't right that 
loggers hauling overweight loads 
get away scott free and the citizens 
are left holding the bag!" 

Coffee County engineer Mark 
Pool reported that many roads in 
the rural areas of the county carry a 
10-ton weight limit, while the state 
limit is 40 tons (80,000 Ibs.) and 
truckers are allowed a ten percent 
grace weight. 

"The enforcement of overweight 
trucks is far greater on Interstate 
highways than it is on county 
roads," remarked Pool, “and it only 
took four days for loggers to de- 
stroy part of County Road 71." 

"The county simply doesn't have 
the funds to maintain the roads that 
some of the loggers are tearing up,” 
added Pool. 

Commissioner Dubose was 
quick to point out that it was only 
a few of the loggers causing the

problems and reported that the dam- 
age to the roads wasn't the only 
problem being caused. 

"In many areas the loggers are 
destroying the shoulders of the 
roads," said Dubose, "and you can 
see many places where the timber 
was Cut right up to the edge of 
creeks and the limbs and other de- 
bris were left in the actual creeks, 
which could lead to the creeks be- 
coming blocked and causing even 
more problems." 

"The majority of the logging 
companies abide by the law and 
some yards won't even accept over- 
weight loads," stated Dubose, "but 
it is the ones who don't care about 
the laws, the land and the roads who 
are Causing the problems.” 

A recent check at a lumber yard 
revealed that of 45 tickets issued, 
15 were to loads in excess of 
80,000, while 9 were to loads over 
90,000 and 2 were to loads over 
100,000, with the average weight 


being 79,134. 

"There will be no easy solution 
to the problem," said Dubose, "but 
something has to be done. The 
most obvious solution is the en- 
forcement of the weight limits, 
which in itself will be costly. An- 
other possible solution would be to 
monitor the trucks as they enter the 
wood yards and adopt fines to those 
vucks that are overweight." 

"It seems to me that the honest 
truckers in the business would be 
just as concerned about the problem 
as I am," declared Dubose. "The 
people hauling loads over the limit 
are in competition with the people 
obeying the law and when those 
hauling overweight loads can take 
less trips than those under the lim- 
it, it gives those breaking the laws 
an advantage.” 

"If we all work together to get 
laws passed and enforced maybe we 
can save our roads and our land be- 
fore it's too late!" 


Elba residents urged to "clean up for company" 


"Elba is expecting company - 
won't you clean up and fix up for 
them?" says Pat Boothe, Elba City 
Clerk. 

The Southeast Alabama Region- 
al Planning and Development Com- 
mission is conducting a developer's 
tour of seven Wiregrass counties, 
and Boothe is appealing to city res- 
idents to "clean up and fix up." 

Elba city officials will meet the 


visitors’ bus in New Brockton Wed- 
nesday morning, April 12, and tour 
with the group through Elba to the 
Covington County line. 

The tour will include Highway 
84, both east and west; Smith Ave- 
nue to Hawkins-Williams Park; By- 
pass from Smith Avenue to Clax- 
ton; Troy Highway to Legion 
Field; Sunset and Highland to the 


hospital and nursing home. 

“The commission representatives 
will see our schools, industries, rec- 
reational facilities and some of our 
residential area,” said Boothe, "and 
we want to show them a clean 
city." 

Boothe suggests the corner of 
Claxton and Sunset as a special 
place to adopt for clean-up.

The council agreed to review the 
applications at a special meeting set 
for tonight (April 6); however, 
Cole wasn't satisfied and questioned 
why there were two stories floating 
around conceming Gilbert. 

Cole stated that one story was 
that Gilbert had quit the force when 
it was his time to go to the acade- 
my, while another story was that an 
application had never been made for 
the former patrolman to go to any 
academy. 

The council discussed the matter 
briefly and then repeated that it 
would review all applications at the 
special meeting. 

Councilman Britt Lee questioned 
whether or not raises had been giv- 
en to any policemen in the city and 
was told that the salaries of police- 
men was set in 1984 and when one 
patrolman was hired he was not 
paid according to the set schedule. 

It was stated that while the pa- 
trolman's salary was adjusted, no 
back pay was given and while there 
was a raise in pay, it was not an ac- 
tual raise, simply a matter of cor- 
recting a mistake, é 

Lee and Cole-asked why they 
were not informed of the mistake 
and subsequent change in pay, 
prompting Councilman Ralph Med- 
ley to answer "I knew about it and 
if you have any questions about the 
police department you should ask 
Layman (Tindol) and not bring it 
up at the meetings where it causes 
problems." 

Lee responded "I waited for Lay- 
mon to bring it up tonight when he 
was talking about the police, but 
when he didn't mention it I had to 
ask the question." 

Councilman Medley reported it 
was "time to start cleaning up" and 
urged all the citizens to help by 
cleaning up their own property, 

Councilman Cole asked if there 
was an ordinance dealing with aban- 
doned cars and was told the ordi- 
nance stated that all cars must have 
up to date tags and be in running 
condition. 

The continuing problem con- 
cerning street lights was addressed 
when two residents requested that 
the city assume responsibility of a 
Street light on a dead end street. 

The residents reported they had 
the light installed and had paid the 
cost of the light, but it was too ex- 
pensive to maintain and made the 
request for the city to assume re- 
sponsibility. 

Medley stated that street lights 
on dead end streets should be main- 
tained by the city and promised to 
check into the request. 

Medley also stated that erosion 
was a greater problem that street 
lights and reported that the light 
bills are being paid out of funds 
that also have to be used to repair 
the streets. 

The subject of reported "missing 
funds" from the senior citizen's ac- 
count was again brought up by 
Councilman Lee, and Mayor Jim 
Driskell answered that "If you have 
any questions you need to talk with 
the city attorney.” 

In other action at Monday 
night's meeting, the council: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting and the bills for 
payment; 

***was told a recent audit con- 
ducted by ADECA was accepted; 

***was informed that a "Drive 
Through" sponsored by the SEARP 
& DC would pass through New 
Brockton on April 12; 

***agreed to meet to discuss the 
possibility of updating the city's 
business license ordinance; 

***was told that the police cars 
were in need of painting and in- 
formed that a volunteer had offered 
to paint the cars at no cost to the 
city; 

***heard Cole report that private 
donations had been received to aid 
with the expense of operating the 
city's summer recreation program; 

***appropriated $100 to help 
with the cost of equipment for the 
recreation department; 

***and, agreed to discuss the 
five proposals concerning the appli- 
cation of CDBG grants,

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Daddy's Old Wagon (Symbolic, Yet More)

Daddy's old wagon was simply, 
that - "OLD", It was second, per- 
haps even third-hand, when obtained 
as part of the ‘unit’ necessary for 
our living from the land upon 
which we were thrust during the 
Great Depression. The wagon con- 
sisted of a shaky, pine-timbered box 
atop an aging, but still-strong 
axle, tongue, and four wooden- 
wheeled ‘foundation’, It came as part 
of a package-deal with the mules, 
stubborn Ole Frank and his mate, 
gentle Pat. 

If Daddy's wagon had ever boast- 
ed a coat of shiny red paint you 
couldn't tell it when it came to us. 
It was a weathered gray with some 
of the decaying parts held together-- 
here and there--by pieces of rusted 
hay-baling wire. The wagon bed 
was wired in places, as was some of 
the hardware on the tongue and the 
double-tree. (This latter was eventu- 
ally repaired by a trip to Grandpa's 
litile blacksmithing operation). 
During hot, dry summers the flop- 
py metal rims of the wheels had to 
be wired until we could spare the 
time to soak the wheels in the 
creek's edge, causing the wood to 
again swell to fit the rims. 

Looking back now--forty, fifty 
years later--I realize the wagon was 
a symbolic item in my young life. 
It symbolized then--as it still does 
now--security, love, and much 
more, 

The rough board nailed across 
Daddy's wagon bed (near the front) 
was a far cry from the sophisticated 
springed-seats on some wagons of 
the day. It was even further removed 
from the plush seat of my Uncle 
Ferman's 'Hoover Buggy’. (This 
was a wagon my Dad's baby brother 
had made by using the chassis and 
seat of his fancy T-Model Ford car 
when gas became unobtainable dur- 
ing the depression years. 

But that sagging seat at the front 
of my Daddy's wagon was a place 
of happiness and love for me as a 
wee tot. At first I rode there in 
Mama's arms, then sat upon her 
lap. Later I was afforded a place to 
Stand-sit between’ Daddy's legs 
where I was cushioned from the 
seat’s splinters by the ragged quilt 
Mama always folded thereon for 
long rides. From that enviable posi- 
tion Daddy'd let me hold the reins 
and drive Ole Frank and Pat as he 


lazily clucked to them returning 
from a trip to Granny's on a Sunday 
afternoon, 

As a truth, more times than not 
the wagon WAS a place for gently 
clucking to the old mules, usually a 
time for a relaxed unhurried going. 
The pace in the wagon was not al 
all like the times when Daddy had 
the mules hooked to a stump in the 
new ground, yelling and hollering 
to make them pull at their utmost 
strength, Nor was it like the times, 
‘owing around the tender vegeta- 
bles in the garden, when Daddy'd 
scream sharply, "WHOA, FRANK, 
WHOA, I-TOLD-YE, GEE!" (Dad- 
dy was not to blame for his impa- 
tience then, as he was fearful; over 
a huge hoof crushing a fine tomato 
plant). 

But trips in the wagon were for 
fun and relaxation--our way of get- 
ting from here to there, and from 
there to here. Trips to the church 
and back--even at night, returning 
along a precipitous road--were slow, 
happy times when Daddy whistled 
"Amazing Grace" or we all sang to- 
gether "Will the Circle be Unbrok- 
en?” while the littlest babies slept 
on quilts in the wagon bed with the 
Stars twinkling overhead. 

(Comparing a trip in the wagon 
back then with a trip in a car today 
will open your eyes as to the won- 
derful nature of a wagon, It's capaci- 
ty seemed endless--whomsoever we 
spiced just heading out from home 
afoot or already walking along the 
dusty road was invited to "Hop in" 
or "Hang on"--to the back or the 
coupling pole. It became a merry 
troupe--to church or to town or 
back). 

But back to the nature of a wag- 
on trip. Even returning from the 
far-field, late-of-a-day, the wagon 
piled high with the fertilizer distrib- 
utor, the cotton planter, grubbing 
hoes, buckets and guano sacks with 
their residue of 6-8-4. With glass 
jugs drained of their last drop of 
tepid water, and the old pasteboard 
box emptied of its earlier contents 
of cooked 'taters and corn bread, 
with tossed-aside sunbonnets dot- 
ting the entire scene. Heading home 
in the wagon thusly after the day in 
the far field--even with home chores 
‘a-wailin'--was a leisurely, relaxing 
time, A time for Daddy to whistle 
softly and let the lines droop, per- 
mitting the tired mules to go at 
their own pace. And permitting my 
siblings and me to sit in the back 


of the wagon--with its tailgate re- 
moved--or on the coupling pole and 
drag our toes through the hot sand 
of the road, 

A Saturday trip taking a wagon 
load of corn to the gristmill wasn't 
that rushed either, Nor the occasion- 
al trip into town and back on a 
Sat'dy for flour, coffee and a big 
stick of peppermint candy. Daddy 
knew the mules were tired from the 
week's work and didn't need whip- 
ping and rushing. It was a time for 
talking over the week's happenings 
and for commenting on the need for 
rain, or the blackness of the corn 
blades along the creek bottoms as 
the family rode slowly along in the 
wagon. 

The times are few that Daddy's 
old wagon ever flew like the wind. 
One exception was the time, as a 
12-year-old, Bill was holding the 
rcins outside a grocery when a boy 
rode speedily by on his wheel (bicy- 
cle), spooking Ole Frank and Pat, 
causing them to bolt and run with 
the speed of light--(or so it seemed 
to Bill as he and the load of pro- 
duce-being-peddled flew down the 
road), 

Another unusual use of Daddy's 
wagon occurred the summer we had 
to outrun a fast-moving rainstorm, 
gathering the hay into the barn. 
That old wagon cooperated grandly 
as we buzzed like bees--loading hay 
onto the wooden V-shaped rack 
(that had been placed into the wag- 
on bed), drove to the barn, threw 
the foliage into the loft, drove, re- 
loaded, drove, unloaded, drove, load- 
ed...Bill, at the reins that day, disre-

yarded the old dilapidated wagon and 
drove furiously like JEHU in the 

Bible as he flew in his chariot to 
make a quick end to the evil King 
Ahab and Jezebel. The wagon held 
up and the hay got in! 

And, of course, there was the 
time when we drove Frances into 
town carly one morning at a much 
more rapid clip than the old mules 
were accustomed, Daddy didn't want 
his firstborn, with her continual 
throat and ear problems, to be late 
for what was possibly the begin- 
ning of ‘outpatient surgery’. The lo- 
cal doctor had announced a one-day- 
clinic in the hallway of the local 
school for the purpose of perform- 
ing tonsillectomies on a whole pas- 
sel of kids, 

Yes, in a pinch Daddy's old wag- 
on would stand up to the pressure 
of moving fast. And in so doing to 
came to symbolize our emergency 
vehicle (ambulance), a conveyance 
for a rescue (saving the hay), and to 
remind of a father's understanding 
assurance (after the mules ran away 
with Bill). These, plus the more 
usual slow-paced uses of the old 
wagon which symbolized family 
unity, serenity, love of God, fun, 
laughter, relaxation and neighborli- 
ness--all these have earned Daddy's 
old wagon a revered place of sym- 
bolism, and much more, in my 
memory.

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* Someone recently said to me, "It 
Seems that the 'Grim Reaper' has 
hit our community exceptionally 
hard here lately." 

There are times when death calls 
for more people than at other times. 
However, through the modern me- 
dia we are always aware of the fact 
of death, 

For example, our local newspa- 
per always includes an obituary sec- 
tion; almost every day we hear of 
death. One day others will hear 
about our death - - the Grim Reaper 
will call for cach of us. 

Death ‘is one of the most diffi- 
cult matters I deal with as a pastor. 
I don't know how anybody faces 
death (the death of a loved one or 
friend, or the thought of their own 
death) without the Lord. 

The only answer for death is the 
Resurrection of Jesus and the subse- 
quent hope which Christians pos- 
SCSS. 

Paul wrote, "But I would not 
have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope" (1 Thes. 
4:13). Paul's reference to sleep was 
one of his descriptions of death. 

While talking with a friend I ex- 
pressed the anxicty I felt when do- 
ing a funeral service for a person 
whom }¥ did not know. 

My friend said, "Well, Robert, 
it’s the same message for everybody 
- i's a message of hope." 

But if we take the Bible serious- 
ly it is not a message of hope for 
everybody. Paul indicated that some 
have "no hope.” And that awful 
condition of no hope will character- 
ize the person who dies without the 
Lord -- forever. That person will be 
separated from God for eternity. 
John referred to that sad eternal state 
as the "second death" (See Rev. 
2:11). 

Some people say they believe in 
a doctrine called "universalism." In 
essence universalism is the teaching 
that ultimately every person has 
something far better waiting after 
death and that every person will 
spend eternity with God. 

That doctrine has been devised 
by the minds of men. The Bible 
docs not teach universalism, (I will 
admit that I would like to believe in 
universalism, but my acceptance of

The Only Answer For Death

The person who lives in 
Christ will not be hurt by the sec- 
ond death. In Christ there is only 
life - - here and now and forever. 

Outside Christ there is only 
death, separation and no hope - - 
here and now and forever.

Moder American society is rapidly becoming a "drug ridden" society, 
Drugs are abused by every age group and every income level with ever in- 
creasing frequency, and every day more and more people, especially young 
people are involved in abuse, While scientists and drug specialists draw dis- 
tinctions between the abuse of so called "soft" drugs, such as marijuana, or 
alcohol, and "hard" drugs, such as heroin and cocaine, the Bible views all as 
sinful. The degree of drug abuse seen today was unknown in Bible times, 
and yet drug abuse has been around at least since Noah planted a vineyard 
and got drunk. In Gal. 5:19-21, Paul discusses the works of the flesh, In- 
cluded in the list of sins is "sorcery," or "witchcraft." The Greek word used 
here shows that the root idea of sorcery was in the use of drugs and potions. 

There are a number of reasons that the abuse of drugs is a violation of 
God's word. According to 1 Cor. 6:19-20, the body is the temple of the 
Holy Spirit, and is to be used to glorify God. Medical research is now con- 
firming the worst fears about the tremendous harm done to the body by 
drugs. Even marijuana, which was once thought to be relatively harmless, is 
now recognized as being extremely dangerous to the body. Not only arc 
drugs harmful to the body, but most of them, especially hard drugs are ille- 
gal. Paul writes in Rom. 13:1, "Let every soul be subject unto the higher 
powers. For there is no power but of God: the powers that be are ordained of 
God." God has said that to please Him, one must abide by the laws of the 
land, and those laws make the use of "hard," and other drugs, illegal. 

When asked which is the great commandment in the law, Jesus replied, 
"Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind. This is the first and great commandment. And the 
second is like unto it, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself (Matt. 
22:37-39). In telling us to love our neighbor as ourselves, Jesus implied 
that we are to love ourselves, The use and abuse of drugs is not an act of 
self-love, but of self-destruction. The use of drugs is certainly not a demon- 
stration of loving God with all of one's heart, soul, and mind, because the 
power of drugs is such that they can completely control a person "hooked" 
on drugs. Once a person becomes addicted to drugs, he will do almost any- 
thing to obtain more drugs or the money to buy them. Paul warned, "Know 
ye not, that to whom ye yield yourselves servants to obey, his servants ye 
are to whom ye obey" (Rom. 6:16). Drugs make one a slave. The tremen- 
dous financial cost of drugs, which is very poor stewardship of God's bless- 
ings, is nothing compared to the physcial, moral, and spiritual cost of 
drugs.

We were born before television, 
before penicillin, before polio 
shots, frozen foods, Xerox, plastic, 
contact lenses, Frisbees and the 
Pill.

Smell In The Fridge 

How do you remove the odor of 
spoiled food from a refrigerator? It 
may not be easy, but the following 
tips will help. 

First, wash the refrigerator with 
a solution of baking soda and water. 
Set an open box or dish of baking 
soda in the refrigerator for several 
weeks. If the odor remains, crush 
several charcoal briquets in a dish 
and leave in the refrigerator for sev- 
eral weeks, 

If you can still smell the spoiled 
odor, replace the briquettes with an 
open dish of vanilla extract. If noth- 
ing helps, the insulation inside the 
wall may have absorbed the odor 
and it will be impossible to re- 
move. 

You get this kind of odor prob- 
lem if you're away and the refrigera- 
tor goes off for several days. A

prepared, it should be either refriger- 
ated or cooked without sitting at 
room temperature. In other words, 
once you crack an egg, cook it or 
refrigerate it immediately. Wash 
your hands before and after cracking 
the eggs. 

Be careful, that the outside of the 
egg shell, which may be contami- 
nated with dirt that’s invisible to 
the naked eye, doesn't coiv'act the 
liquid egg more than necessary. 

For the very young or very old, 
eggs cooked by scrambling, poach- 
ing frying or similar methods 
should be cooked medium to well- 
done. If the egg remains opaque and 
runny, the cooking method is prob- 
ably inadequate to kill Salmonella. 
Be sure the egg white is congealed 
and has no remaining transparen- 
cies. Scrambled eggs should not be 
runny. 

Use cracked or dirty eggs only in 
baked (cooked) products, such as in 
cakes and other baked desserts.

DOG ORDINANCE 


Ordinance 1989-1 

Be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Elba, Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

That Section 5 of Ordinance 1981-2 
is deleted and replaced with the follow- 
ing language: 

SECTION 5. ‘Impoundment of dogs 
found at large; redemption procedure; 
disposition of unredeemed dogs. 

"Any dog which is found at large on 
any street, sidewalk, alley, thoroughfare 
or other place in the city and the police 
jurisdiction of the city shall be caught 
and taken by the Chief Animal Control 
Officer, his deputies and assistants, and 
impounded in the city pound. Any such 
dog so impounded may be retaken orre- 
deemed from the pound by the owner, or 
his duly authorized representative, with- 
in seven days from impoundment there- 
of, or at any time thereafter before sale 
or destruction thereof, by paying the 
Police Chief or his representative a fee 
of $5.00 for the first offense, which ‘he 
shall remit to the City of Elba plus the 
cost of keeping such dog in the pound 
at the rate of $2.00 per day which he 
shall remit to the City of Elba. Fees for 
repeat offenders shall be graduated with 
the second offense costing $10.00, the 
third offense $15.00 and the fourth Of- 
fense maximum of $20.00. This shall 
be in addition to the $2.00 per day 
charge. Every such dog which has te- 
mained in a pound for seven days and 
which has not been redeemed or retaken 
by the owner, or his duly authorized 
representative, within such time shall 
be sold by the poundmaster after having 
first given forty-eight hours written no- 
tice of the time of sale, with a descrip- 
tion of the dog to be sold, by posting 
such notice upon a bulletin board at the 
City Hall, which place of posting’ is 
hereby declared to be and is made and 
constituted a public place, open to the 
public; provided, that no such dog shiall 
be sold at a price of less than $5,00 
which shall be remitted to the City of 
Elba, plus the cost of keeping such dog 
at the rate hereinabove prescribed.

Of this large pioneer family, 
three of the nine Farris children are 
still alive.

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County Commission seeks authorization to 
add five-cent per gallon tax to gasoline 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 10, at the Coffee County 
courthouse in Enterprise and voted 
unanimously to pass a resolution 
requesting Rep.

The resolution was apparently in 
response to legislation already in- 
troduced that would keep counties 
from implementing such a tax in 
the future, and also in response to a 
report from county engineer Mark 
Pool that the county highway de- 
partment needed to begin a five- 
year, $2.6 million. 

Pool reported that a total of 13 
bridges in the county needed to be 
sandblasted and painted at a cost of 
$250,000 and added that 204 miles 
of paved roads in the county needed 
to be resurfaced at a cost of 
$2,440,000. 

During a slide presentation in 
which Pool showed the commis- 
sion color pictures of bridge and 
road deterioration across the county, 
the engineer declared "These are 
pressing problems that must be ad- 
dressed." 


"Our hands are tied,” added Pool. 
"The commission can pay for the 
repairs now or wait and pay a lot 
more later.” 

The commission discussed the 
possibility of implementing a five- 
cent per gallon tax on gasoline and 
diesel fuel to pay the cost of the 
needed repairs, but heard Comm. 
Jim Dubose state "If we don't stop 
overweight trucks from using our 
roads, the resurfacing will only act 
as a stop-gap measure. We have to 
come up with a way of keeping the 
overweight trucks off the roads or 
the roads will always be in need of 
repairs.” 

After Pool told the commission 
he was studying the problem of 
overweight trucks operating on 
county roads and promised to 
present a plan that would solve the 
problem, Comm. Dubose suggested 
a public meeting be held to discuss 


New Brockton resident appeals court action 


The refusal of a circuit court 
judge to grant a motion for the dis- 
missal of an indictment against a 
New Brockton woman charged with 
illegal voting has led to an appeal 
being filed with the Court of Crim- 
inal Appeals. 

Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley denied the motion 
to dismiss the indictment on March 
6; however, last week the attorney 
for Lena Mae Carroll announced 
that the defendant was seeking an 
order from the appeals court to dis- 
miss the indictment, suppress the 
writ of arrest and remove all records 
of any criminal proceedings brought 
against her. 

Mrs, Carroll was indicted by a 
Coffee County grand jury in De- 
cember on charges that she "fraudu- 
lently" cast a vote in a municipal 
run-off election held in New Brock- 
ton on Sept.13, 1988.

Mrs. Carroll, stated that the defen- 
dant should be granted immunity 
due to the fact that she honored a 
subpoena by the District Attorney's 
office for questioning.

The indictment, according to 
Lindsey, was returned after Mrs. 
Carroll answered the questions con- 
cerning the election and voting 
practices. 

Judge McAliley denied the mo- 
tion for dismissal and in doing so 
stated that Mrs, Carroll had been 
read her Constitutional rights...was 
not under oath...gave no swom tes- 
timony...and that her statements 
were in the nature of being “in- 
custodial.” 

Lindsey questioned whether or 
not a defendant could be prosecuted 


for violation of election laws after 
answering questions about the issue 
in question, which "made the basis 
of a subsequent indictment in which 
it is alleged that she cast an illegal 
vote.” 

Lindsey also stated that McAli- 
Icy should have excused himself as 
the judge in the case since he had 
earlier excused himself from the 
trial of the election contest in the 
same municipal election. 

Lindsey asked McAliley to ex- 
cuse himself from the case since it 
arose from the earlier municipal 
election tial; however, Judge McA- 
liley denied the motion and stated 
that the two cases were different and 
that he had no personal knowledge 
of Mrs. Carroll's situation. 

In the appeal, Lindsey also asked 
the court to order McAliley to ex- 
cuse himself from any further pro- 
ceedings in, the case.

Dubose repeated his belief that 
"The public is smarter that you 
give it credit for," but his wish for 
a public meeting fell on deaf ears. 

The commission dropped the 
subject of a possible fuel tax and it 
failed to resurface when the com- 
missioners were asked for any addi- 
tional business; however, the mat- 
ter was brought back up by Comm. 
Damascus Crittenden near the end 
of the meeting and the motion to 
seek legislative action passed unani- 
mously. 

During his presentation concern- 
it the condition of county bridges 
and roads, county engineer Mark 
Pool informed the commission that 
the state mandated that every bridge 
in the county be inspected every 
two years and that during a recent 
inspection he had "personally 
climbed under every bridge" to see 
the extent of rusting and deteriora- 
tion and was “alarmed” at what he 
saw. 

Pool added that he inspected eve- 
ry paved road in the county once a 
year and reported that after a recent 


inspection it was evident that a 
minimum of 204 miles of roadway 
needed resurfacing. 

Pool told the commission that 
with the county highway depart- 
ment doing the resurfacing it would 
cost $2,440,000, and that when 
combining the bridge and road re- 
pairs, a five-year project would cost 
approximately $538,000 per year. 

Poo! steered clear of asking for 
additional tax money, instead ask- 
ing the commission to adopt a form 
of "revenue enhancement,” but did 
state that a one-cent fuel tax would 
bring in approximately $110,000 
annually. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting with a slight cor- 
rection; 

***told the architect working on 
the new health department for En- 
terprise that it would decide at the 
next mecting whether or not the 
county would act as the contractor 
for the construction of the building 
and sub-contract the construction in 
an attempt to save money; 

***agreed to seek bids on a tele- 
phone system for the new health de- 
partment;

Rescue Squad seeks new building 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present and unanimously named a 
new school board member, pur- 
chased a sewer line cleaning ma- 
chine and paid the monthly bills. 

Mrs. Myrna Rhoades was named 
to a full 5-year term on the Elba 
City School Board, replacing Tom 
Maddox. Maddox had reportedly told 
city officials he preferred not to 
serve another term on the board at 
this time. 

Bids were opened on purchase of 
a sewer line flushing machine with 
a 300 gallon water tank. Two bids 
were received; however Ingram 
Equipment Co. bid on a machine 
with a 600-gallon tank, thus their 
bid was $3,000 high. 

Low bidder on the machine was 
SRECO at a bid of $13,689.30. 

Council members discussed de- 
laying the accepting of bids until 
they had viewed the work of the 
larger machine. However Mayor 
Fred Moore told council members a 
larger machine would need a larger 
truck to pull it around and that the 
300-gallon tank was enough for 
Elba. He also noted that buying the 
larger machine would require re- 
i$suing the bid request. The council 
then voted to buy the machine that 
met the specifications as requested. 

Delivery is expected within 45 
‘to 60 days. 

Bills totaling $14,168.79 were 
presented to the council for pay- 
ment. They included $1,288 for 
mosquito spray and sewer solvent; 
$709 for weed killer; $1700 for in- 
surance, $642 for asphalt and $5272 
for gasoline. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council his department had 
received 116 telephone complaints 
during the previous two weeks. 
This included six accidents. The de- 
partment issued 34 traffic citations 
including eight DUI charges. 

Hanchey reported there were 15 
criminal arrests during the period, 
including one fugitive from justice 
in another state. The Animal Con- 
trol Officer picked up 30 dogs dur- 
ing the same time period. 

The police department is plan- 


ning a Drug Awareness Program di- 
rected toward the parents to inform 
them of the danger signs. Qualified 
people will be available to speak 
with civic chubs, church groups and 
others concerning the drug problem. 

Sonny Inman, representing the 
Elba Rescue Squad, addressed the 
council and requested the City do- 
nate a parcel of land on Adkinson 
Street to the squad for construction 
of an all metal building for the res- 
cue squad. He explained that the 
building being used by the fire de- 
partment would be fine, He request- 
ed there be only three bays instead 
of the four used by the firemen. 

Inman promised that the depart- 
ment members would install all in- 
side partitions, wiring and plumb- 
ing. 

Mayor Moore quickly explained 
the city was overextended on funds 
and there was no way they could 
build such a building at this time. 

After further discussion, council 
members told Inman they were fa- 
vorable to reserving the land for the 
rescue squad and were receptive to 
working out some plan for con- 
struction of the building. Inman is 
to report back to the council in 
May on exactly what the rescue 
squad needs in the way of a build- 
ing.
